The new-look show will 
combine elements of exist- 
ing spin-off show Top Of 
The Pops 2 and will also 
be tied in to Radio 1’s 
Chart Show. 

BBC2 controller Roly 
Keating said: “We want to 
make it bigger and better 
so it becomes the ultimate 
pop show for music lovers 
of every generation.” 

When the show was 
given a revamp in 
November 2003, it attract- 
ed 5.5 million viewers at 
first. But ratings soon 
tumbled to just under 3m - 
compared with 20m in 
TOTP's heyday in the 
Seventies.

A STUN-GUN authorised for use by British police has 
killed dozens of people in America, it is claimed. 

Amnesty International said 74 have lost their lives 
after being shot with the Taser gun. 

It called for a study of the weapon, which disables 
suspects with a 50,000-volt shock. 

Home Secretary David Blunkett authorised the use 
of Tasers by officers in England and Wales this year. 

But Amnesty’s UK chief Kate Allen said: “Tasers 
could kill, so they must be treated as lethal weapons."

AN illegal immigrant stabbed to death a 
father-of-five in an unprovoked attack 
nine months after arriving on a false 
passport, a judge heard yesterday. 
Albanian Mark Gjoni, 34, marched up to his victim 
and rammed a seven-inch kitchen knife into his 
stomach with such force that the handle broke off. 
His target, minicab driver Qamar Raza Mirza, 48, who 


was said to be deeply reli- 
gious, died in hospital with 
the blade still embedded in 
his stomach. 

“The attack was wholly 
unprovoked and without 
motive," said prosecutor 
Richard Horwell at the Old 
Bailey when Gjoni was 
sent to Broadmoor. 


Gjoni had slipped into 
Britain from Greece with 
his partner Romanian 
Katrina Gaspar, using fake 
passports. 

After the killing he 
returned to his home near- 
by in Cricklewood, north 
London, and told his part- 
ner: "I want to drink your 
blood." 

Terrified she tried to flee 
and he bit her arm. The 
police were called. 

But Gjoni went out on to 
the streets and began fol- 
lowing a woman. Officers
